LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Dee. 14.— 
(P)—Tornadoes following spring-like 
weather have brought. death to eight 
persons, injury to many others and 
vast property damage in southwest 
Arkansas and northern Louisiana, and 
general torrential rains have filled 
rivers and streams over thé entire 
south to an overflow condition. 

Two Arkansas towns, Camden and 
Waldo, which bore the brunt of yes- 
terday’s tornado, began cleaning up 
the wreckage and counted themselves 
lucky that only one life was lost, de- 
spite property damage of perhaps a 
million dollars. 

Apparently the same storm, how- 
ever, killed five negroes in Webster 
parish, Louisiana, before striking Ar- 
kansas. Fifteen persons were hurt 
in Camden and Waldo, but only a 
half dozen remained in. the: hospital 
tonight and all were expected to re- 
cover. Two days before a tornado 
killed two persons near Texarkana. 

A deluge that followed the tornado 
yesterday, together with heavy rains 
of the past few days in this and other 
states, brought high waters to many 
sections of the south. 

Several oil wells in the south Ar- 


kansas oil fields around Camden and 
| Eldorado are shut down because of

CONVICTS MUTINY 
AT LEAVENWORTr 


Guard Tripled at Peni- 
tentiary as Men Growl 


at Keepers.

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Dec, 14. 
(?)—A mutinous spirit pervaded con- 
vict ranks at Leavenworth federal 
penitentiary tonight in the wake of 
last Friday's bloody: break for. liberty 
by seven prisoners, the last one of 
whom was recaptured late today. 
During the day, scores of convicts, 
classed as “hard-boiled,” shouted, jeer- 
ed, cursed, sang and rattled. the iron 
grills of cells. They were kept locked 
in their cells after similar. dis- 
turbances last night, which started 
with the strike of a boiler room crew. 
In the face of the threatening at- 
titude of the ynruly group of prison- 
ers, all three details of the prison 
guard were placed on duty, reinforc- 
ing details at gates, strategic points 
and even patrolling the prison yards 
where firearms rarely are -taken. 
Sanford Bates, director of federal 
prisoners, who arrived from Washing- 
ton today, said feeling among the con- 
viets probably would continue tense 
throughout the investigation of the 
prison break and the abduction and 
wounding of Warden T. B. White. 
Bates started the investigation today 
with his assistant, A. H. MacCormick.

PARIS, Dec. 14.—(®)—Advance 
information on the disarmament con- 


ference to be held in Geneva next Feb- 
ruary indicated today that the nego- 
tiations will center about a new and 
broader version of the Locarno pact, 
under which the nations would give 
mutual guarantees against aggréssive 
wars. . 

The nations would be pledged, un- 
der this proposed agreement, to aid 
any country menaced by aggressive 
war, The pact would pivot on the 
signatures of Germany and France. 

This information was collected in 
a survey of world capitals by various 
Associated Press bureaus.

The Paris government will 
reject any plan for proportional cuts

Tax on Real Estate 
Must Be Cut, Judge 
Tells Grand Jury 


WAYCROSS, Ga., Dec. 14.—())— 
Judge M. D. Dickerson, of the Way- 
cross superior court circuit, says 

“real estate is the basis of prosperity” 
and that real estate owners are “bur- 
dened to death” with taxes. 

“Until property values return, I 
can see no hope for any appreciable 
change in conditions, ” the judge told 
the grand jury. “Real estate owners 
are burdened to death with taxes, and 
it is absolutely essential that there be 
a material reduction, not only in 
Ware county, but in every county in 
Georgia, and in every state of the 
Union. 

“Taxes must be reduced generally. 
Such a policy. would tend to restore 
real estate values.” 

He said that when taxes are reduced 
and real estate values restored, real 
estate “may be used as collateral at 
the banks, and then we will begin to 
see our way out.” 

The judge said that,.there are in- 
stances where property owners in ten 
years’ time will pay in taxes an 
amount equal to the value of the prop- 
erty, thereby placing a large amount 
of property in the hands of big cor- 
porations, and ultimately forcing the 
government to collect its taxes from 
some other source,

‘received to date more than 200,000 
pounds of pecans and has shipped 
more than 150,000 pounds. 

These shipments in carload lots 
have gone to Honolulu and points 
along the Pacific and Atlantic sea- 
boards. 

A. C. Snedeker, the manager, states 
that about 35 per cent of the. pecans 
received have been of the United 
States standard No. 1 grade: about 
50 per cent of the No. 2 grade, and 
about 15 per cent culls, 

While the retail oritie this year 
are around 40 per cent lower than 
last year, the prices during the year 
have held fairly uniform. In order 
to protect the high reputation held 
by pecans the ¢ulls, which are light- 
weight, are sold only in the pecan 
producing belt and the shipments ont- 
side the peean belt contain only No. 
t and No. 2 grade pecans. 

In order to presect the market from 
slutting and thus bringing down 
prices, it is expected that there will 
be a@ carryover, pecans being a prod- 
uct that can be held over without 
any damage to the pecan. This is 
recommended, also, because the long 
drouth injured the fruit spurs on 
the trees making the outlook for 1922 
that a short crop will be produced. 

The largest patron of the Satilla 
Association and one whose pecans 
largely have graded No. 1 states that 
his culture is so systematized and so 
‘progressive that a price of 10 cents 
a pound yields a profit and a larger 
profit per acre than any other cro) 
he has tried. 

It is especially gratifying to the 
officials of the association that the 
cost of operation is under the amount 
recommended by the board of direct- 
ors, thus affording a larger return to 
the producing members.

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 14.—()— 
Despite Alfred K. Smith's declaration 
against “pussyfooting” on the subject 
of prohibition, New York state’s two 
members of the national democratic 
committee will go to the Washing- 
ton meeting of the committee Janu- 
ary 9% with instructions to fight 
against a wet commitment of the 
party at this time, 

The national committee members 
for New York are Norman E. Mack, 
of Buffalo, and Miss Elizabeth Mar- 
bury, of New York. They voted 
against the Raskob proposal’ at the 
last committee meeting. 

Word of this counter move against 
the attempt of the 1928 standard 
bearer and John J. Raskob, nation- 
al chairman, to bind the party, by 
resolution of the national committee 
to a wet stand, came from a spokes- 
man for James A. Farley, New York 
state chairman. 

During the last few months Farley 
has toured the country in support of 
the move to nominate Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, of New York, 
for the presidency next year. 


Fought Similar Attempt. 


Shortly before the meeting of the 
national committee early this year, 
Farley fought a similar prohibition 
commitment attempt on the part of 
the Smith-Raskob forces. At that 
time, Farley was viewed .as directly 
reflecting the sentiments oof Mr. 
Roosevelt. His fight against inclu- 
sion of the prohibition matter pre- 
vailed. 

Farley's friend hastened to point 
out that the fight was not against 
a wet attitude for the national party. 
but merely against what the Farley 
group believe to be an attempt to 
bind the party by irregular methods, 
It answered directly Smith’s state- 
ment concerning “pussyfooting” made 
in a syndicated article by the former 
nominee last Sunday. 

“There has been a great deal of 
loose talk about the national commit- 
tee meeting in Washington'on Janu- 
ary 9,” the Farley representative said. 
“And some people have been trying 
to make the question revolve around 
prohibition. This misses the whole 
point ofthe attitude of the democratic 
state.committee of New York, 


Committee Wet. 


“The state committee is wet, just 
as it was in 1930 and 19238. 

“The sole question is whether the 
national committee has any authority 
to go on record by resolution either 
for or against national party policies, 
whether the subject be tariff, taxes, 
farm relief, utilities, anti-trust laws 
or prohibition. 

“The simple fact is that since the 
national committee was first created 
in 1848 it has been the creature of 
the convention and only has such 
duties and powers as are given to 
it by..the convention. These powers 
from time immemorial have been the 
following «and. nene other: 

“To build tp party “organization, 
to raise party finances; to choose 
the date and place of the next conven- 
tion; to recommend the temporary or- 
ganization of the next convention and 
suggest such changes in the procedure 
of the convention as it sees fit. 

“It seems a pity to confuse the 
powers. of the national committee by 
seeking to create an issue or issues 
on which the fational committee can- 
not by any stretch of the imagina- 
tion bind the party. There is,. of 
course, no earthly Treason why the 
members of the democratic national 
committee should not discuss issues 
on January 9 as fully and freely as 
they may wish and there is no rea- 
son why such discussion should not 
be printed for the information of any- 
body who cares to read it. 

“That is a very different matter 
from seeking to have the national 
committee dictate party policy ahead 
of the meeting of the platform com- 
mittee of the convention. 

“In other words, it is a mere 
camouflage to drag in prohibition or

Tags will be sold by pretty Atlanta 
girls for $1 each and the players 
will have the choice of four 18-hole 
and four nine-hole courses on which 
to play. The entire proceeds will go 
into the Penny Club for unemploy- 
ment. There will bé no added green 
fees, as the clubs have consented to 
waive the green fees*for the day. 


ALL INVITED. 


Every golfer in the city, regardless 
of club affiliatioifs, is urged to par- 
ticipate in the mammoth one-day tour- 
nament. Municipal golfers in parti- 
cular are urged to play. 

A prize to the low net scorer on 
each of the private club courses will 
be given, and in that way the dubs 
who have an established handicap will 
have an equal chance at the trophies. 

It will be a great opportunity for 
hundreds of Atlanta golfers to play 
on unfamiliar courses, particularly 
players who have few chances to play 
an 18-hole course. It likewise affords 
a rare opportunity for players to set- 
tle old feuds on a neutral course, and 
at the same time help care for some 
of the city’s unfortunate ones. 

Clubs co-operating with the Atlanta 
Golf Association in its worthy move- 
ment are: East Lake Country Club, 
two 18-hole courses; Druid Hills, 18

York University was accepted today

cellor of the university. 

“The decision of Mri Meehan, re- 
moving his: name from consideration 
by the board of athletic control in 
making a new contract for the i- 
tion of head coach of football at New 
York University, brings to an amica- 
ble termination the uncertainty and 
speculation which has been abroad 
the past few weeks,” Chancellor 
Brown said. 

In announcing the acceptance of 
Meehan’s resignation, which was ten- 
dered yesterday, Dr. Brown also an- 
nounced a new athleti¢ policy effec- 
a as of September, 1931. It fol- 
ows: 

The minimizing of the. importance 
and the shortening of the duration of 
spring football practice, looking for- 
ward to its possible final elimination. 

The barring of all freshmen from 
preliminary football practice; the 
shortening of the freshmen football 
season affecting both the period of 
practice and the actual playing sched- 


ule, : 

The shortening of the duration of 
the fall preliminary football practice 
to a period of not more than two 
weeks prior to the regular opening of 
the regular academic year. ® 

The continuance of the present pol- 
icy of having all publicity in regard 
to both Mtercollegiate and intramu- 
ral sports’ handled by the university’s 
bureau of public information, as has 
been the case for the past three years. 

The elimination of all organized 
recruiting and subsidizing as such 
terms have been understood popularly. 

The’ reorganization of our athletic 
accounting system based upon a com- 
plete manual of accounts which per- 
mits of the establishment of a com- 
plete budgetry system of financial 
control. 

The continuance of the gg pol- 
icy of giving every possible support 
and encouragement to the further de- 
velopment of our intramural sports 
program which has shown tremendous 
growth during the past five or six 
years despite the very definite handi- 


cap of limited facilities.
